The fact that Tobin had used the 
same cache us the Ball boy, a t first 
implicated the pair, but Ball later con­ 
fessed that when he biti his loot in the

When first arrested he impli­ 
cated several other lads, whose inno- 
eense was later proven afte r which he 
confessed to com mitting the deed him­ 
self. 
Tobin forced two rear doors and af­ 
ter stealing the goods named, left a 
note saying: “ H. E. Ju s t to show haw 
easiy it is for us to get in. Good 
bye for this time. John Junkins, Jim 
Junkins.” 
He evidently attem pted to 
convey the impression th a t two people 
were in on the deal, but latter con­ 
fessed he was unaccompanied.

A fter an all night ses­ 
sion. a little handful of five score 
men, which in the view of the gov 
em inent virtually held the industrial 
future of the country 
or even the

Tile eastern sky was brightening 
when officials or the United MTne 
Workers, a fte r being in session since 
12:24 yesterday, finally voted to re­ 
scind the strike order which caused 
hundreds of thousands of m iners to 
abandon their work November 1st, in 
compliance with the mandate issued 
in federal court here last Saturday, 
The decision to obey the court order 
of Federal Judge A. B. Anderson was 
reached shortly a fte r 4 o’clock afte r 
IT lieu rn of deliberation.
